David Jones, alias Robert Powell, is 
locked up in Ludlow’ Street Jail at the re- 
quest of the British Consul General on the 

| charge of embezzlement in Wales of £12,000, 
and he will be arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Shields on Friday 
morning for examination, at which time 
; his extradition. to England will be re- 
| quested. 

| Jones was arrested yeSterday on the 
| steamship Noordam of ihe Holland-Amer- 
| ica Line at Quarantine by a Pinkerton 
detective and a United States Deputy Mar- 
| shal. The crime charged against him is the 
misappropriation of money intrusted to his 
| care by David Hufhes of Llanrwst, Den- 
bighshire, 

When it was discovered that Jones had 
left Wales the police_were notified, and 
Scotland Yard sent a cable to the English 
Consul General here to have the fugitive 
apprehended if he landed in this country. 
The Consul General asked the assistance 
of Pinkerton’s Agency, which obtained a 
description of the mar from the London 
police. 

The Assistant Superintendent of the de- 
tective agency, who arrested Jones, says 
that the man confessed his defalcations, but 
added that he did not take the money for 
; his own use, but had lost it through in- 
{ vesting it with Whitaker Wright, who fled 
| to this country “when his company failed, 

and who was extradited to England. He 
further said that he came to this country 
i intending to make good his losses and to 
| get the means to liquidate his obligations. 
| He thought he could get bail when he was 
| taken to the other side, and if he was given 
! a chance he would pay back all. He was a 
lawyer, married, and the father of seven 
| children. all living. He claimed he had 
been badly advised by his friends in the 
investment of funds intrusted to him. 

When taken to jail Jones asked permis- 
sion to send some telegrams, and it was 
given. He sent one to Julius 8, Cleveland, 
a druggist, of Palmyra, N. Y., asking the 
recipient to come to him. He sent another 
to J. D. Edwards, stock broker, Toronto, 
Canada, to the same effect. He also sent 
a cablegram to a woman, name unknown, 
at Calwyn, Wales. In this he said he was 
coming home soon. In the first two tele- 


grams he gave his address as Ludlow 
Street Jail, but to the woman he gave no 
address. 

Beyond the fact that Jones is charged 
with misappropriating $60,000 from David 
Hughes, very little else is known by the 
lice, as only cable information has as yet 
Coan received here.

PANIC ON BURNING 
THIRD AVENUE CAR. 


Frightened Passengers Leaped 
and Were Injured. 


A south-bound Third Avenue surface car, 
carrying about fifty passengers, twenty of 
whom were women, caught fire near Twen- 
ty-second Street about 11 o'clock last night, 
and a panic ensued. 

The motorman, evidently unconscious of 
the blaze which had eaten its way through 
the floor near the front end of the car, 
ran the car on rapidly for several blocks, 
while many of the passengers, who broke 
for the door, tumbled off and were sent 
rolling in the street. Some of them were 
painfully bruised, and had their clothing 
torn and disarranged. 

The fire, it js believed, was caused by 
defective insulation. People on the street 
first. moticed the flames at Twenty-seeond 
Street, and shouted to Motormam. Michael 
Maher, but the car was moving at a very 
rapid rate, and he did not understand why 
they were shouting. 

Then the flames and. smoke broke throug 
the flooring of the car and the passengers 
became panic stricken. A wild rush was 
made for the doors, men tumbling over one 
another in their frantic haste to escape. 
The women were brushed aside, knocked 
down, and trampled on. Three fainted. 

At Seventeenth Street the motorman real- 
ized what had happened and brought the 
car to a stop, and everybody got out as 
quickly as possible. Patrolman Thomas E. 
Flynn of the East Twenty-second Street 
Station turned in a firm alarm, and Engine 


ed, and turned streams of water-on the 
burning car, but before the fire was extin- 
guished the whole of the interior had been 
burned out and all the windows broken by 
the heat. 

Dr. Reed of Bellevue Hospital, who hap- 
pened to be in the neighborhood, lent as- 
sistance to the women passengers who had 
fainted. All of them were able to proceed 
to their homes, refusing to give their names 
to the police, 

The car was pushed down to Ninth Street 
by the one that followed, and was then 
switched to the up-town track and taken 
to the car barns at Sixty-sixth Street. 


A RAILROAD CHARITY. 


Thomson Estate to Build a Home for 
Daughters of Employes Killed

What is generally called the ‘‘ Thomson 
home" for railroad employes’ orphans, 
lately maintained in the old Thomson resi- 
dence at Eighteenth and Spruce Streets, 
will be maintained until the new home is 


built, as soon as grounds can be obtained 
and buildings erected. Just what disposi- 
tion has been made of Mrs. Thomson's sep- 
arate estate is not yet known, but it is 
thought that much of it has been given to 
carry out her husband’s plans.

{ National Bank, and Albert D. Currier, an 
uttorney, receivers in bankruptcy for all 
the property at Zion City. 

The petition was in the form of the usual 
papers in bankruptcy, and in addition ask- 
ing for the appointment of a receivership. 
The declarations are as follows: 

John Alexander Dowle is insolvent, 

John Alexander Dowie has committed 
acts of bankruptcy in that he has made 
preferential payments, naming a payment 
made to the Streeter Lumber Company of 
$8,770 on Nov. 2. 

It is also set forth that the defendant has 
not paid employes wages due, that there 
are now about sixty-five suits pending 
against him, involving more than $100,000. 

When these affidavits were presented to 
the court Judge Kohlsaat decided that a 
receivership should be put into effect, and 
Mr. Blount and Mr. Currier were at once 
appointed and the order entered. 

The firm of Newman, Northrup, Levinson 
& Becker was appointed to act for-the- re- 
celvers. 

The receivers were called immediately to 
the office of the lawyers, and it was agretd 
to take possession of Zion City at once. 
The bonds of the receivers, which had been 
| fixed by Judge Kohlsaat at $100,000, were 

completed. Notices, embodying the order 
| ot the court and the appointment of the 
| receivers, were written, which were to be 
| pasted upon all property in Zion City. A 

force of ten constables under the leader- 
| Ship of Paul Redieskié was organized. In 
{ addition to Attorneys Levinson, Becker, and 
Ettelson, seven clerks from that office ac- 
companied the force that left for Zion City 
over the Chicago and Northwestern Rail- 
road at 8 o'clock, 

The total amount of the claims of the 
petitioning creditors was $1,169, divided as

DOWIE MAKES STATEMENT. 
Dowie, in what he termed “righteous 
anger,”’ said to-night: : 
“ * his is not law. Tei a midnight raid- 
ing party. The whole action {8 unwar- 


ranted. We will of course. pay off the 
claims. Then wé will take legal steps to 
oust the receivers. Zion has plenty of 
money. : 

“I have never mortgaged one_ building 
or manufacturing plant in Zion City. We 
can pay all chaims. If you offered me 
$25,000,000 for Zion to-night I would not sell. 
This is merely from a business standpoint. 
I hold, outside of Zion City, securities 
which, if realized upon, would pay off all 
debts and leave us with more than $2,000,- 
000 as a balance in the bank. 

“The entire trouble has been that, not 
expecting this attempt to discredit us, we 
could not realize on these securities rap- 
idly enough. This realization is now g0- 
ing on. Large sums of money are coming 
into Zion’s treasury. We paid off a num- 
ber of claims to-day. We will pay them 
all off. 

“The debts of Zion are between one-fif- 
teenth and ‘one-twentieth of the value of 
the entire estate. Not a house in Zion is | 
unoccupied. Every one is werking. Every 
workman was paid up to last week. This 
high-handed action of the court will be a 
blow to Zion in the eyes of the world, but 
we care not what the world thinks. 

“As to my carrying away money, that is 
absurd. My wife and son are now on a tour 
of the world. They have their return tick- 
ets. They took with them only enough 
money to pay their traveling expenses. On 
the first day of the year I will start around 
the world. I will return June 30. These 
troubles will not affect Zion.’’ 

In speaking about his financial troubles 
in the last few days, Dowie said: ‘‘ The 
piling up of suits against us in the County 
Court of late without any real justifica- 
tion whatever, is only a part of a great 
conspiracy. They have been wicked and 
malicious and shameful actions. They were 
brought to produce a ruinous condition, and 
intended to be used especially in news- 
paper articles for foreign. consumption, 
and that they might be telegraphed and 
cabled all over the world as evidence of 
Zion's weakness and even downfall. The 
aggregate of the suits offered is probably 
noi over $75,000, 

“When it is remembered we have been | 
spending in Zion City for the greater part 
of this year at the rate of $1,500,000 per an- 
num for wages, $1,500,000 per annum for 
stores and fresh food, and probably nearly 
$3,000,000 per annum for building material, 
it will be seen that the sum which our 
enemies imagine it to be so difficult to raise

Tammany District Leaders Believe

Flock to Headquarters to Push. Their

Democrats of all sorts and denominations 
flocked to Tammany Hall yesterday to urge 
claims for appointments on Charles F. Mur- 
phy. They got very little satisfaction from 
the leader of the organization, however, 
who told them all that nothing would be de- 


cided about appointments until Mayor-elect | 


McClellan resigns from Congress and turns 
his attention to municipal affairs. Then, 
Mr. Murphy said, Col. McClellan will do his 
own deciding. 

Fully half of the district leaders called 
at the organization headquarters, inspired 
by the announcement made by Mr. Murphy 
the day before, that he believed district 
leaders should be considered, and even 
preferred in the matter of appointments 
where they were fitted to fill the positions 
in question. Out of the total of- thirty- 
seven district leaders, including the two for 
the Thirty-fourth District and the one for 
the Annexed District something more 
than a dozen are believed to be in line for 
appointments, the rest already having po- 
sitions which, Mr. Murphy believes, should 
content them, 

Those who are expected to get appoint- 
ments to one position or another are P. J. 
Ryder of the Third, Florence J. Sullivan of 
the Eighth, Frank J. Goodwin of the 
Ninth, William Dalton. of the Eleventh, 
John T. Oakley of the Fourteenth, James 
J. Hagan of the Nineteenth, Thomas Mur- 
phy of the Twentieth, Matthew F.: Dona- 
hue of the Twenty-first, Francis J. Lantry 
of the Twenty-second, Thomas J. Dunn. of 
the Twenty-sixth, Maurice Featherson of 
the Twenty-eighth, Joseph F. Mulqueen of 
the Twenty-ninth, Harry C.. Hart of the 
Thirtieth, Eugene J. McGuire of the north 
side of the Thirty-fourth, and Thomas 
O'Neil of the Annexed. 

Of this number Oakley, Goodwin, and 
Dunn are believed to be in line for first- 
rate places, with Donohue well up to the 
front.

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MANY SAVED FROM FIRE 


Gallant Rescues Effeoted in Three 
Burning Buildings. 


Barkeeper’s Promptness and Herolsm— 
Smart Work by Two Detectives— 
Panic-stricken Colored Fam- 
ilies Carried to Safety. 


Lively scrambles for safety by many per- 
sons marked three somewhat serious fires, 
all of unknown origin, in this borough, yes- 
terday, and in one case several persons 
were in danger of perishing when they were 
rescued by a volunteer life saver, Herman 
Munn, day bartender in the Raines Jaw 
hotel, 2,150 Eighth Avenue, near One Hun- 
dred and Eleventh Street. 

When he reached the barroom to open 
for the day’s trade he found the three- 
story brick structure full of smoke, With- 
out waiting to turn in an alarm, he ran to 
the second floor and half led, half carried 
two porters, known only as Carl and 
Fritz, to the roof ef a one-story rear ex- 
tension. 

Asleep on the same floor was a boarder 
named Reid. By the time Munn had him 
roused, escape by the way taken by the 
others was impossible. Munn helped him 
over the cornice to and through a win- 
dow of the one-story building adjoining on 
the south, as he did so, calling to a porjes- 
man, who turned in the alarm. 

Back into the smoke dived Munn, and on 
the top floor shook from torpor Arthur 
P. Fegert, the proprietor, and Mrs,’ Mar- 
garet Hewlett, his housekeeper. He got 
them to the roof, where the woman dropped 
urhurt ten feet to the roof of the building 
on the north, Fegert, after getting down, 
went into the barroom for some papers, was 
eageir, overcome, and was found wuncon- 
scious on the floor by the first firemen. 
Munn himself was found to be siek from 
the smoke after it was all over. The fire 
| destroyed the bowling alleys and damaged 
the saloon. Total loss, $5,000, 

Five Italian women and girls fled to the 
front fire-escapes and stood screaming 
when a blaze was discovered on the second 
floor of the five-story factory 481 Broome 
Street. near Crosby, in the afternoon. One 
girl climbed the cornice to No. 438, where 
she was taken through a second-floor win- 
dow by William Kusnock, employed there. 
Just then Detective Sergeants Vallely and 
Collins leaped from a Broadway car. They 
fought their way up through the smoke to 
the first floor, where they helped a man 


w ho was trying to lower the fire-escape 
ladder to the sidewalk. They then carried 
the rest of the women down. Herrmann's 
restaurant, in the basement, was crowded 
at the time, and the patrons rushed to the 
street The loss was $500, all sustained by 
Gordon & Moscovitch, skirts, to whose 
rooms the fire was confined, 

Twenty-two colored families in the five- 
story. tenement 426 West Thirty-ninth 
Street, between Ninth and Tenth Avenues, 
were thrown into a panic by columns of 
flame which shot up the hallways. from 
the basement and mushroomed through the 
top floor at_7 A. M. Policeman Kerr of 
the West Thirty-seventh Street Station 
turned in the alarm. He then brought 
down five women and children, paralyzed 
| with fright on the second floor fire escape, 
and the firemen with scaling ladders res- 
cued about a score from the two top floor 
fire escapes, passing them down one by 
one, the last being saved in the nick of 
time. The damage amounted to $3,000 in 
the twenty-five minutes of the fire.

McCARREN IN FULL CONTROL, 


Completely Dominates the First Meeting 
of the New Democratic General 
Committee in Brooklyn, 


State Senator McCarren’s domination of 
the Brooklyn Democratic organization was 
made plain at the first meeting of the Gen- 
eral Committee, elected at the last pri- 
maries, which was held in the Thomas 
Jefferson Building, in Court Square, last 
night. The meeting was very largely at- 
tended, but conspicuous among the ab- 
sentees was Richard W. Bainbridge, the 
Chairman of the old General Committee. 
In his place, Col. James D. Bell was elected’ 
to preside. 

The old rules of the committee were 
adopted with but one change, suggested by 
Senator McCarren. himgelf. The new rules 
provide that the Finance Committee, which 
will consist of ten men chosen from the 
party organization generally. shall not be, 
as heretofore, members of the Executive 
Committee. When; during the.-last cam-: 
paign, Senator McCarren, tried to gain con- 
trol of the Executive Committee, he found 
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that whilé he had a’ majority of the execu- 


tive ‘members from the various districts, 
his hands were tied by the members of the 
Finance Committee, 
vote in the Exesytive Committee, and who 
were all Shepard men. ' 

Another of the amendments to the rules 
of the General Committee, offered by Sen- 
ator McCarren, will take away some of the 
power of ex-Sheriff Frank D. Creamer, 
who is an avowed McLaughlin adherent, 
Mr. Creamer is the Executive Committee- 
man from the Eighteenth Assembly Dis- 
trict, which embraces a part of the Twen- 
ty-third Ward and all of the Twenty- 
fourth, Twenty-ninth, and Thirty-second 
Wards. Hereafter the Twenty-ninth and 
Thirty-second Wards will have a repre- 
sentative in the Executive Committee, and 
it is believed that this representative will 
be Sheriff-elect Henry Hesterberg, who ia 
a McCarren man, 

The third change in the rules provided 
for the appointment of a law committee, to 
be made up of five lawyers. 

After the adoption of the rules the meet- 
ing proceeded to elect officers, and Col. 
Bell was placed in nomination by Sheriff 
William E. Melody and elected unanimous- 
ly. This was followed by the election of 
James W. Redmond as First Vice Presi- 
dent, Emil Rose as Second Vice President, 
Frank E. O'Reilly as Recording Secretary, 
Michael J. Cummings as Corresponding Sec- 
retary, and Arthur C. Salmon as Treasurer, 

Immediately after the calling of the roli 
the Assembly District fight in the Twenty- 
first District was .brought before the 
meeting. It came in the form of a pro- 
test from James P. Sinnott, the leader of 
the district, to the enrollment of the name 
of George H. Alexander as a member of 
the General Committee. 

The protest was made on the ground that 
Alexander had moved to the Borough of 
Queens, and was, therefore, not entitled to 
be a member of the committee. This was 
referred to the new Law Committee, Alex- 
ander, together with Police Magistrate 
Henry BE. Furlong, is engaged in a fight 
against Sinnott, seeking to depose him 
from his leadership.

_ Company Mysteriously Missing. 


z Last’ Seen Saturday Night.in His Office 
at the Victoria Theatre—Police Send 
Out General Alarm for Him. 


There was sent out from the Detective 
Bureau yesterday a general alarm for E. 
Burke Scott, Treasurer of “‘The Office 
Boy’ company, now appearing at the Vic- 
toria Theatre under the management of C. 
B. Dillingham. Mr. Scott disappeared Sat- 
urday night as completely as though the 
earth had swallowed him up. That evening 
he was in the theatre, and in his safe- 
keeping. was the larger part of Mr. Dilling- 
ham's share in the week's box office re- 
ceipts. — 

It was stated last night that the amount 
he received from Mr. Dillingham during the 
‘previous six days was more than $8,000, but 
of this he paid out something over $3,000 in 
salaries Saturday. Whether he paid any 
other bills is not known. As far as his 
associates know he had about $5,000 when 
last seen. 

The detectives of the Central Office and 
those of the West Thirtieth Street. Station, 
after having Visited all the places frequent- 
ed by the Treasurer yesterday, reported at 
the theatre last night that they hed found 
absolutely no trace. Working on the the- 
ory: that he might have been attacked and 
robbed on account of the money in his pos- 
session, they endeavored to discover wheth- 
er he had been seen in questionable com- 
pany, but all their inquiries led back to the 
Victoria, whence he departed, saying he 
was bound for home, soon after 10 o'clock 
‘Saturday evening. 

His home was in a boarding house at. 230 
West Forty-fourth Street. Mrs. Hall, the 
Jandlady, when asked last night if she knew 
anything of Mr. Scott's whereabouts, said: 

“ISsaw him Saturday afternoon, but he 
has not been here since. All I khow about 
him is that Sam Bowles, manager of ‘ The 


Office Boy,’ brought him here when that 


show opened. He rented a room and has 
paid his bills very promptly. His habits, 
60 far as I could see, were very regular.” 

Mr. Bowles was the last man who saw 
Scott. He could offer no explanation of 
the Treasurer's disappearance. 

“Scott was not a drinking man,” said 
Mr. Bowles. ‘‘ When he did not show up 
on Monday we were not alarmed at all, 
but thought he must be sick. -To-day, how- 
ever, we began to look for him. Finding 
no trace, ~we appealed to the police. Just 
before he’ went out Saturday night he had 
received Mr..Dillingham’s share of that 
evening's receipts. The amount was about 
$1,100.” 

Scott was married last Spring to Miss 

- Kate Condon, the well-known Castle Square 
; ra Company singer. She is now ap- 
ng in Toledo, Ohio. Soon after the 
police were notified of his disappearance 
there arrived at the theatre a telegram 
from Miss Condon asking what had be- 
come of-him. From this his friends in- 
ferred that she had not been kept ac- 
guainted. with his movements of late. 

Late in the day two of Scott's friends, a 
Mr. and Mrs. Sherman, called at the Vic- 
taria to-inquire for him. They said he had 
ar. engagement to dine with them, and 
Mrs.-Sherman’s sister on Sunday, but did 
mot appear. Mrs. Sherman, it was said at 
the theatre, was formerly Miss Cora Routt, 
an. ress. The people in the theatre knew 
ihe Shermans by sight as Scott's friends, 
and with them-he had been seen often of 
Jate between working hours in neighbor- 
i restaurants. Mr. Sherman was aston- 
ished when told his friend had gone, and 
seemefl at a loss to understand it. 

Scott is thirty-one years old. He is tall, 
weli-built. rather blonde than brunette, and 
is erperelly considerta. handsome.

WARRANTS AT GRAND RAPIDS. 


More Arrests Expected in the Water 
Boodle Scandal. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Dec. 1.—Al-

At the morning session Alderman De 
Pagter, who is charged with having re- 
ceived a bribe of $350 from Salsbury to 
support the Lake Michigan water deal in 
the Council, had a hearing, and Salsbury 
testified that he gave De Pagter $350 at 
about the same time he bribed the others, 
and later entered. into. an agreement by 
which he was to receive from $3,000 to 
$5,000 in water bonds. 

Ex-Alderman Muir’s examination was 
then begun. Salsbury swore that it was 


at..first understood.that Muir, who was 
known as “ Honest John,” was to receive 
$1,000 in cash, and later it’ was agreed he 
was to have $5,000 in bonds.

METHODIST HERESY CASE. 


Prof. Borden P. Bowne of Boston. Must 
Answer to the Charge. 


BOSTON, Dec. 1.—Papers have been 
served upon Prof. Borden P. Bowne of Bos- 
ton University calling him to trial before 
the. ecclesiastical court of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church to answer to the general 
charge of heresy. 

The Rev. George. A. Cooke, pastor of 
Trinity Methodist Church, West Medford, 
and.a member of the New England Confer- 
ence, is the formal accuser of Prof. Bowne, 
and the specifications, five in number, are 
based upon the general allegation that the 
professor has disseminated ‘doctrines 
which are contrary to the articles of re- 
ligton or established standards of doctrines 
in the Methodist Episcopal Church.” 

Prof. Bowne has been a writer-on phil- 
osophy and on theological subjects for 
many years, and the views to which ex- 
ception have been taken have appeared, it 
is said, in books, pamphlets, and newspaper 
articles. 

It is thought by friends of the professor 
that opinions set forth from time to time 
in the organ of the Methodist denomina- 
tion are the basis of the charges. In these 
articles .:t is said the professor used ex- 
pressions not in. harmony with the me- 
chanical cr verbal theory of the inspiration 
of the Scriptures, and that he did not sus- 
tain the theory of the legal substitution of 
Jesus Christ :n the place of the individual 
with respect to the atonement. 

The Rev. Mr. Cooke is the author of a 
pamphlet, issued several. months ago and 
circulated throughout the Methodist Church, 
which criticises Prof. Bowne’s teachings. 

It is claimed that a large number of 
Methodist clergymen, including Luther T. 
Townsend of Brooklyn, who was a pro- 
fessor in the theological department of Bos- 
ton University for twenty-five years, have 
shown great interest in the formulation of 
the present charges.: A copy of the charges 
has been sent to Presiding Elder Charles 
S. Wing of the. New York East Conference 
at Brooklyn, who is the presiding officer of 


the ecclesiastical court in which the trial 
will be held.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Dec. 1.—Chancellor 
James R. Day of Syracuse University, an 
institution ‘su:pported chiefly by Methodist 
patronage, to-night made a vigorous state- 
ment in support of Prof. Borden P. Bowne 
of Boston University, accused of heresy 
by a Methodist clergyman. The Chancellor 
said: 

“ Prof. Bowne is the ‘greatest metaphy- 
sician of the day. -It is absurd to charge 
him with heresy. . People who do it are not 
worthy of consideration.”

~~ SENATORS DENOUNCE 


CANNON AND ROOSEVELT 


Speaker and President. Criticised 
for Their Alleged Interference. 


Mr. Teller Said the Executive Branch 
of Government Was Assuming 
Legislative Power. 


Special to The New York Times. ; 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—In the executive 
session of the Senate to-day the accumula- 
ting wrath of that body over what it re- 
gards as the audacity of Speaker Cannon 
and the President overflowed, and there 
Was a deluge of denunciation. 

From the temper of the Senate, as in- 
dicated to-day, it seems only a question of 
time when the difference between the two 
houses will appear in open session, and 
the. Speaker will be invited to fight if 
he thinks it wise. 

The sentiment among the Senators who 
spoke to-day was that the Spehker seemed 
to have a chip on his shoulder, and that 
while the Senate would not challenge him 
to a fight, it was perfectly willing to have 
him go on in the course he had marked out 
and let him see who would get the worst 
of it. 

The Senators present were absolutely 
unanimous in their treatment of the sub- 
ject. Nearly every Senator on the floor 
expressed his views, some in speeches of 
considerable length, and some in short sen- 
tences approving what the others said. 

The principal speakers were ,Senators 
CuNiom and Elkins on the Republican side 
and Senators Bailey, Carmack, Teller, 
Blackburn, and Cockrell on the Democratic. 
Both parties were agreed, and there was no 
difference of opinion between the young 
and radical Senators and the old and con- 
servative ones. 

The President came in fora considerable 
share of the criticism directed at the 
Speaker. The position taken was that the 
President and the Speaker, each represent- 
ing a co-ordinate branch of the Govern- 
ment, were endeavoring to interfere with 
the practices and the privileges of the third 
branch, the Senate. 

Incidentally there was some criticism of 
John Sharp Williams, the Democratic 
Jeader in the House, who was accused of 
tacitly aiding in the attempt made by the 
President and the Speaker to break down 
the power of the Senate. 

Senator Bailey said that the Speaker's 
attitude was that of ‘childish interfer- 
ence with the Senate. 

“An effort,” said he, “is boing made to 
conduct the affairs of the Senate from the 
Speaker’s room, and from the Executive 
Mansion.” 

He declared that the Senate would at- 
tend to its own business in its own manner 
and in its own time, without being gov- 
erned either by the Speaker or the Presi- 
dent. 

Senator Teller declared that the Presi- 
dent was breaking down the distinction 
between the three branches of government, 
and that the constitutional system of a 
government, composed of three equal and 
co-ordinate branches, was being warped 
into a system where the executive branch 
Was assuming legislative as well as execu- 
tive powers. 

The Republican Senators were not a whit 
behind in their condemnation of the alleged 
interference with the Senate, and all the 
speakers manifested a purpose to stand out 
against any aggression from the other 
branches of the Government. 

The criticism of Mr. Williams came from 
some of the M#Democratic speakers. They 


held that his actions indicated that he was 
in sympathy with the attack 0n the Senate 
and “that, knowing how the Democratic 
Senators felt, ahoyt the Speaker's attitude, 
he ought to have made as-much trouble for 
the ‘Speaker as hie. could. They said he 
should-have raised the point of no quorum 
and thereby broken up the Speaker's plan 
of adjourning the House three days at : 


e. 
Some of the Senators expressed the opin- 
fon, after the executive session, that the 
trouble between the Senate and the House 
would shortly come before the Senate in 
open session. They think the Senate should 
get its position fairly before the country, 
and believe it will take measures to do so. 
The major part of the time of to-day’s 
executive session of the Senate was de- 
voted to a discussion of the scope and 


._ eharacter of the agreement with reference 


to the time of taking a vote upon the 
Cuban Reciprocity bill.

‘pide objected when Senator Lodge sought 
to huve the Senate take up routine business 
which had been reported to the Senate, and 
the objection brought out the fact that a 
number construed the agreement to vote 
upon the Cuban bill and to consider it each 
day until voted upon: as exclusive of all 
ther business until that bill should be dis- 

of.

DECREASE IN - TREASURY. 


Increased Expenditures Responsible for 
Showing of National Figures. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The Treasury 
statement issued to-day shows that since 
tha Ist of November the available cash bal- 
amce decreased $9,400,000, that ,balance now 
standing at $219,237,430, which is exclusive 
of the gold reserve fund. 

The decrease is due mainly to the increase 
in expegditures, which has been progres- 
sive since the beginning of the fiscal year. 

For the five months ending with Novem- 
ber, 1902, there was a surplus in receipts 
of upward of $14,000,000, whereas for the 
five months just closed there was a deficit 
of more than $2,000,000. Compared with 
one year ago, the available cash balance 
shows an increase of about $15,000,000. 

The gold fund aggregates $671,000,000, of 
which $117,000,000 is part of the Treasurer's 
available cash, an increase over Nov. 1 of 
$8,000,000, and over Dec. 1, 1902, of $2,000,- 
000. 

During the month the bonded debt was 
reduced $2,355,820, that amount of the loan 
of 1904 having been redeemed. This loan 
will not be redeemable until Feb. 1, 1904, 
but the Secretary of the Treasury gave no- 
tice some weeks ago that bonds presented 
would be redeemed with interest to ma- 
turity. There is still outstanding of this 
loan $7,754,500. 

The Government currency in circulation 
increased during the month ‘$6,000,000, the 
increase having been about equally divided 
between gold and silver certificates. The 
annexed table shows the amount outstand- 
ing on November and December 1 respect- 
ively:

The amount deposited with National 
banks to secure deposits of public money 
is $158,627,355, an increase of less than $1,- 
000,000 over Nov. 1, 

Examination of the detailed reports of 
receipts and expenditures shows that there 
was an increase of receipts for November 
over the same month of 1902 of $1,000,000, 
while the expenditures for the two periods 
show an increase last month of $4,250,000, 
the bulk of which was on account of the 
navy. The deficit for last month was 
$2,731,193, while for November, 1902, there 
was a surplus of $558,744. 

For the five months just closed the total 
receipts were $235,089,880, against 241,482,- 
149 for the corresponding period of last 
year, a difference in favor of the latter of 
$6,400,000. 

The expenditures for the same two periods 
were $257,155,805 for 1908 and $227,266,227 
for 1902. I 

Thus, while there was a deficit of more 
than $2,000,000 in the five months just 
closed, there was for the same months of 
last year a surplus of more than $14,000,000, 
the expenditures for the current period 
having exceeded those of last year by near- 
ly $10,000,000,

As in 
pensions, the expenditure for Indians is 
likely to be equal to that of the preceding 
fiscal year. 

The reduction of nearly $4,000,000 in the 
interest charge may be regarded as a per- 
manent reduction, brought about by re- 
funding and the redemption of bonds. 


SENATE TAKES UPSCANDAL 


Committee to Make Preliminary 
Examination of Postal Frauds. 


Necessity for More Thorough Probing 
of Corruptions Will Be De- 
cided Later On. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Post Offices has discussed in- 
formally the necessity of investigation by 
Congress of the Post Office scandals and 
has got as far as a determination to in- 
stitute a preliminary examination of the 
papers in the case. 

After this has been done the question 
whether there is to be an investigation will 
be passed on. 

Senator Penrose to-day introduced a res- 
olution in line with this course of action. 

Following is the text of the resolution: 

“ That the Committee on Post Offices and 
Post Roads, in view of the charges of cor- 
ruption, extravagance, and violation of the 
law in the &dministration of the affairs of 
the Post Office Department, is hereby au- 
thorized and instructed to request the Post- 
master General to send to the committee 
all papers connected with the recent inves- 
tigation of his department, and if necessary 
to make further inquiry into the adminis- 
tration of the said department and to make 
report thereon to Congress upon comple- 
lion of said investigation. 

“ Said committee shall have power to send 
for persons, books, and papers, examine 
witnesses under oath, employ a _ stenog- 
rapher, and sit by sub-committee or other- 
wise during the sessions of the Senate or 
during the periods of its adjournment at 
such times and places as the committee 
may determine, and the actual and neces- 
cary expenses of sald Investigation shall be 
paid out of the contingent fund of the Sen- 
ate,upon vouchers approved by the Chair- 
man of the eommittee.”’ 

The resolution without action was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Contingent 
Expenses of the Senate. 

Senator Penrose stated this afternoon 
that the resolution did not necessarily 
méan that there would be an investigation, 
but the committee. would undertake just 
what the resolution says, a preliminary in- 
quiry into the matter by going over the 
papers and then decide on further action, 
according as the documentary evidence 
seemed to justify such a course. 

Several Senators and Representatives 
have during the last few days had inter- 
views with Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow and endeavored to gather 
from what he would allow himself to say 
about the criminal cases: whether any fur- 
ther investigation might be required. 

Mr. Bristow has taken the position uni- 
formly that the investigation made by him 
has been as thorough as it was possible to 
make it, and that any further inquiry by 
Congress would be inadvisable. As he said 
months ago he believes that there is nothing 
left for Congress to investigate. 

At the same time the opinion is expressed 
here that there are a number of fag ends 
of the whole mess of scandal that nave not 
been included in the report made by Mr. 
Bristow. One, according to common report, 
is the syndicate embracing a prominent 


member of the House, a well-known New 
York politician, and a prominent Judge, 
formed, it is alleged, to build Post Offices 
and rent them at a high figure to the Gov- 
ernment. 

It is conceded that the Senate Post Office 
Committee, if it enters on an investigation, 
will make haste slowly, and that there is 
no danger of the investigation revealing the 
hand of the Government in the criminal 
cases now pending. 

This is the argument made against an in- 
vestigution among those who think fur- 
ther inquiry uncalled for. : 

Of course much of the demand for further 
inquiry comes from the Democrats. 

The Senate will not tread on the toes of 
its friends in the House, and besides there 
are Senators who have also been concerned 
in securing favors from postal officials.

THE MANNES QUARTET. 


The Mannes Quartet is one of the few 
chamber music organizations of this city 
that have been working steadily’ and per 
sistently in the- cultivation of -a difficult 
form of art. The four members, Messrs. 
Mannes, Marum, Altschuler, and Schulz, 
are excellent musicians, and anything less 
than sincere and careful preparation on 
their part for a public performance .is .not 
to be thought of. Yet their first concert 
this season, given last evening in Mendels- 
only went to show .that they 
have not yet attained the high standard in 
ensemble playing that alone can satisfy’ the 
lovers of quartet playing in this city. Such 
a standard is reached only by long and in- 
timate association and the most strenuous 
endeavor and minute attention to detail; 
and the united efforts of four excellent 
musiciuns of themselves do not result in 
the single unity of excellence that makes 
fine chamber musicianship. 

These things were shown, as they have 
been abundantly shown before, in the play- 
ing of Tschaikowsky’s E flat minor string 
quartet and Mozart's quartet for oboe and 
strings, which were included in the pro- 
gramme last evening. Both 
played with spirit, intelligence, and an 
understanding of their musical content; 
but the finer qualities of perfection of en- 


semble, beauty of tone, and unity of ex- 


pression were too frequently lacking. Most 
was the lack of the 
indispensable requisite of exact intona- 
tion.

WARRANT FOR H. J. HUME 


Accused of Appropriating $38,000 
Belonging to Mrs, M. L. Jex. 


Sealed Package Supposed to Contain 
Securities Was Made Up of Worth- 
less Memoranda, It Is Alleged. 


Detectives of the District Attorney's of- 
fice were yesterday looking for Henry J. 
Hume, who for some time had real estate 
offices in the Home Life Building at 
Broadway and Murray Street, and in 
Twenty-third Street. A warrant for him 
was obtained on Monday afternoon, charg- 
ing him with appropriating more than 
$38,000 of funds belonging to Mrs. Mary 
Louise Jex, widow of Willidm Jex, a mem- 
ber of the extinct importing firm of Otto G. 
Meyer & Co., who died in 1896. Hume, who is 
a& brother of Mrs, Norman L. Munro, 
widow of the publisher, and an uncle of 
the wife of ex-Assistant District Attorney 
George F. Schurman, was at one time a 
detective sergeant on the staff of In- 
spector Byrnes, and was regarded as one 
of thesbest men on the police force of 
New York. 

The issuance of the warrant by Mag- 
istrate Flammer is the culmination of a 
series of legal troubles extending over sev- 
eral years. Mrs. Jex, whose husband came 
here from Honduras forty years ago, was, 
on the death of her husband, made the 
sole executrix of his estate, valued at more 
than $60,000. The family had a home at 
66 West Seventeenth Street, and country 
places in Rockland and Orange Counties. 

There were three daughters and one son, 
and the records of the courts and other 
information show that one of the daugh- 
ters, Mrs, Ida C. Bayne of Richmond Hill, 
L. I,, obtained from the Surrogate of Rock- 
Jand County an order upon her mother to 
make an accounting of the estate. 

In the affidavit of Mrs. Jex, upon which 
the warrant for Hume’s arrest is based, 
she sets forth that her husband having 
died in December, 1896, she qualified as 
executrix of ‘the estate in ‘March, : 1897. 
On Dec. 1, 1899, the estate came into her 
hands, and on May 17, 1900, she had on 
hand | $63,953.98. Between March 1, 1899, 
and Feb. 27, 1901, she advanced $38,265.98 
of a trust fund.to Hume. . He had said 
that he had certain transactions with one 
Loyal L. Smith. liume, according to the 
affidavit of Mrs. Jex, represented that 
he and Smith were employed in promot- 
ing a gigantic merger of all the coal com- 
panies of the United States. He had rep- 
resented that he had valuable securities of 
the Pittsburg Coal and Coke Company, 
which were to serve as a nucleus of the 
trust. 

The understanding was that pending the 
negotiations for the coal merger Mrs. 
Jex's securities were to be locked in the 
vaults of the Colonial Bank at its branch 
at One Hundred and Sixteenth Street and 
Seventh Avenue. The funds were to be 
in two sealed packages. On the strength 
of these representations Mrs. Jex gave up 
the sum specified. After a time she had 
a desire to see her money, but Hume re- 
fused to allow it, and in October last she 
got an order from the Supreme Court di- 
recting that she be given access to the 
bank vault. She avers that when she went 
to the vault and opmen the sealed pack- 
ages she found nothing but a strange as- 
sortment of worthless memoranda. There 
wae no trace of bends or securities of any 
kind. 

Mrs. Jex placed her case in{the hands 
of Headley M. Greene of 820 Broadway. Mr. 
Greene said yesterday that when rs. Jex 
failed to discover her money in the safety 
deposit vault Hume had given her a note for 
31,800, purporting to have been indorsed 
4 his sister, Mrs, Harriet Munro. Mrs.

quently denied having indosed the note, 
and there is record of a suit instituted by 
yrs.

INSURANCE TAX DECISION 


Foreign Companies Must Pay One 
Per Cent.. More on Premiums. 


Court of Appeais Affirms Judgment in 
Thames and Mersey TeSt Case. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Dec. 1.—In affirming the judg- 

“~ 

ment of the lower courts in the action of 
the People against the’Thames and Mersey 
Marine’ Insurance Company, Limited, the 
Court of Appeals to-day sustained the State 
Insurance Department's decision that the 
insurance company, a foreign corporation, 
must pay the annual 1 per cent. tax on pre- 
miums collected in this State, as prescribed 
by the law of 1901, in addition to the tax 
imposed annually under Section 34 of the 
insurance law. 

The tax imposed by the law of 1901 was 
provided for by an amendment to Section 
187 of the tax law, and the foreign marine 
insurance companies contended that under 
Section 34 of the insurance law the total of 
the two taxes should not exceed 2 per cent. 

The action was brought taerecover the 
amount of the annual tax unter the insur- 
ance law payable to the ‘State Superiptend- 
ent of Insurance by the defendant, amount- 
ing to $8,334. The defendant alleged that 
under the tax law it had been assessed a 
franchise tax of $1,192, which it had paid, 
and demanded that this amount should be 
deducted from the insurance tax. 

Judge Haight writes the opinion, 
he holds that under Chapter 908, Laws of 
1896, Section 187, the defendant had the 
right to have the amount of tke franchise 
tax assessed deducted from the amount 
which was payable (or premiums received) 
to the Insurance Department, but -in 190f, 
Chapter 118, Section 187, provides that for 
the privilege of exercising corporate fran- 
chises or carrying on business in their cor- 
porate or organized capacity an annual 
State tax equal to 1 percentum on the gross 
amount of premiums received shall be paid 
into the State Treasury. 

The tax imposed, it is stated, ‘‘ shall be 
in addition to all other fees, licenses, or 
taxes imposed by this or any other law.”’ 
This amendment allowed the franchise tax 
on foreign corporations to remain un- 
changed at five-tenths of 1 per cent. 

Judge Haight says: 
tions doing a marine insurance business did 
not in terms have their taxes increased, 
but instead thereof we have the provision 
that the tax imposed by this section shall 
be in addition to those imposed by any 
other law.” 

Under the old law the foreign marine in- 
surance company was required to pay 2 
percentum on all its premiums. By making 
the.five-tenths of 1 percentum in addition 
to the tax authorized by other statutes, the 
effect was to increase the defendant's tax 
in the amount of one-half of 1 percentum, 
which is the amount that other corpora- 
tions, domestic and foreign, have had their 
taxes increased by the provisions-of the 
amendment. 

The court thinks that the provision of ‘the 
insurance law providing for a deduction is 
repealed by implication by the later fran- 
chise tax statutes.

Much interest was taken yesterday in the 
heavy transfers of currency which have 
been made within the past few days to San 
Francisco through the Sub-Treasury. In 
addition to last week’s shipments and the 
$700,000 transferred on, Monday there was 
transferred to San Francisco yesterday 
$1,000,000. The explanation of this some- 
what unusual movement of money is that 
the San Francisco Bank? owing to, the 
high rates which have prevailed for money 
in this market, have kept unusually heavy 
balances with the banks in this city, and 
that they are now obliged to withdraw part 
of these balances to meet the requirements 
of crép.movement, including the fruit crop, 
for which purposes they usually have no 
need of withdrawing currency from New 
York. Interest in the move was fncreased 
by the further announéement that there is 
now on the way to San Francisco from 
Japan about 1,500,000 yen gold, the equiva- 
lent of about $750,000, but these convergent 
movements seem in no way ‘directly as- 
scciated. The gold that is going to San 
Francisco from Japan was engaged some 
time ago, is now on the Pacific and due in 
San Francisco in about a week. It was 
secured as a natural outcome of the con- 
ditions which have existed in the exchange 


market. The banks that are bringing this 
gold are the London, Paris, and American 
Bank, Limited of San Francisco, and the 
International Banking Corporation of this 
city, the amount coming to the former 
being 1,000,000 yen and to the latter 500,000 


yen. 

{n additior. tc this Japanese gold the 
world’s contributions to this country’s sup- 
ply of gold was increased yesterday by 
£21,000 gold in sovereigns gecured in Lon- 
don by the National City Bank.

THE DREYFUS CASE. 

Nothing is ever settled till it is settled 
right. This truth is in the way to be 
kept before the French people, as-exem- 
plified in the case of Dreyrvus, until they 
pay heed and give effect to it. It would 
doubtless have been more convenient to 
the French politicians, civil and mili- 
tary, if Dreyrus had quietly died on 
Devil's Island instead of surviving to 
plague them. There were French offi- 
the gallant PicquArt foremost 
among them, who felt that “ the honor of 
the army” could best be preserved by 
the frank acknowledgment that the army 
had made a grievous mistake. But Col. 
PicquarT’s superiors fo? the most part 
insisted that the mistake must be stuck 
to, and they proceeded to stick to it with 
such a series of clumsy forgeries and 
transparent perjuries as made the origi- 
nal blunder seem trivial, winding up with 
a verdict of complete absurdity, finding 
a man guilty of an atrocious crime which 
he had not committed, but which clearly 
deserved death, and then recommending 
him to mercy. 

DrREYFUs would not have this. Justice 
would not have it. The present Govern- 
ment seems disposed to comply with the 
plea of Dreyrus and the demand of jus- 
tice and at last proclaim his innocence. 
It is quite natural that it should desire to 
be fortified by the opinions on the case 
of impartial and respected jurists. It has 
now applied for these. If they are favor- 
able to Dreyrrus the Ministry will risk 
less by complying with them than by 
ignoring them. And indeed they would 
not have been invoked only to be ig- 
nored. The chances seem better than at 
any time before that the case so often 
attempted to be settled wrong will at last 
be settled right.

prepared, especially for the use of the 
public schools, which would obviate the 
objections entertained by the Catholic 
Church to the version now employed 
and would at the same time conserve the 
moral and literary benefits which the 
King James version of the Bible is able 
to confer. : 

As Miss Govutp’s secretary sets forth, 
Father EarR.Ley’s statement of the differ- 
ence between the versions is one that 
Protestants can by no-‘means accept. He 
contrasts “the authentic version of 
Gop’s word which has come down to us 
unchanged from the time of Curist Him- 
self” with “the Protestant version 
which goes back only to the days of 
HENRY VIII. of England, and was thdn 
gotten up for obviotis reasons.” It is 
possible that Father Earuey refers to 
the Latin vulgate as being in the posses- 
sion of every Catholic family ‘“ whose 
means will permit the’ buying of a copy.” 
But in most Catholic familles, as in most 
Protestant families, a copy of that would 
do very little good. Nor is it true that 
the vulgate version “has come down to 
us unchanged from the time of CHRIST 
Himself.” It is itself a translation into 
Latin made or revised by Jmnrom® in the 
fourth century, and it did not win its 
place in the Church, to the exclusion of 
the crude Latin version. which had pre- 
ceded it, until’ the ninth century. . The 
English Catholic version, a translation 
from the Latin translation, was pub- 
lished at Douai in 1609, just two years 
before the King James version was pub- 
lished in Bngland, which, as the title 
page denotes, was made directly ‘ out of 
the original tongues.” The choice for 
the pupils of the public schools in this 
country is between the King James ver- 
sion, which is not only a but almost 
“the” English classic, and the Douai 
version, which, as Cardinal NmwMAN 
mournfully owned, cannot possibly com- 
pete with it in the affections of English’ 
readers. The Douai version is effectu- 
ally protected by its own nature from 
ever attaining the rank of an English 
classic dr from ever becoming, as it is 
maintained that the King James version 
’ “ famil- 
iar in men’s mouths as household words.” 

“The Literary Loss of the Bible” has 
lately been bewailed in many magazines. 


It is a loss which all Whgtisti scholars 
must deplore, including the priests of 
the Roman Catholic Church so far as 
they are Bnglish scholars, Without 
doubt the best way of*making it good 
would be to have the English Bible, as a 
reading book, made familiar to the pu- 
pils of the public schools, And to this 
end an authorized statement on behalf 
of ¢he Roman Catholic Church of the 
objectionable passages of the only ver- 
sion which belongs to English literature 
would be most helpfyl. There would be, 
Wwe are sure, on the part of a great ma- 
jority of the educators of the country, 
every desire to obviate such objections, 
by the requisite omissions or modifica- 
tions. But they must first know what 
the objections are. 
SSS 
THEIR AUTHORITY. 

A gentleman residing in Panama, for- 
merly engaged in the practice of such 
law as exists there, and at present 
known as “Minister of State” in the 
Governnftént of the new republic, contrib- 
utes to The North American Review an 
account of the situation in his native 
State. The following is the sole reference 
in it to the source of the authority of the 
Government which we have recognized 
or the method by which it was conferred: 


The Provisional Government of the Re- 
public has been confided to three of the 
most notable citizens,of the country, desig- 
nated by the people in the most suitable 
manner, considering the rapidity of the 
movement and the gravity of the circum- 
stances under which it was brought about. 
This Government is therefore democratic 
from its origin; and, pending the organiza- 
tion of the nation by a convention to be 
chosen by the suffrages of the people, the 
Government has assumed, provisionally and 
transitorily, all political powers. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Moraes, himself one 
of the possessors of absolute power in 
the little State, knows the Gxact process 
by which he got it. He could tell, if he 
would. He has every motive to tell, for 
he puts forward the plea that the “ Gov- 
ernment,” of which he is a third, is 
“democratic from its origin.”” He would 
undoubtedly be glad to give the evidence 
of his amazing assertion if he had any. 
He evades it, and in doing so confesses 
that there is no evidence. There is noth- 
ing democratic about his tenure of pow- 
er or that of his two associates. The 
term is farcical, deceptive, impudent. 

Mr. MORALES admits that his powers 
and those of the other members of the 
triumvirate are “assumed,” and that 
they are “provisional and transitory.” 
Yet it is with these men that the Presi- 
dent has negotiated a treaty, involving 
the cession of sovereignty, and binding 
both countries for all time. And this un- 
der authority granted to him to deal 
with the Government actually over- 
thrown and driven out by the three men 
whom he has practically set up as a 
Government. Nothing so unwarranted, 
£0 precipitate, so indecent, has ever been 
done in our history.

LYNCHING BY NEGROES. 

The novel feature of the latest lynch- 
ing in Louisiana is that, while its victims 
were negroes, men of their own race took 
part in it. A minor novelty is that one of 
the party captured was released on his 
testimony that he tried to prevent the 
offense with which he was charged and 
another on his testimony that he was too 
frightened to join in the offense. 

These, in a sense, are mitigating cir- 
cumstances. We suppose that white 
lynchers must feel a certain sympathy 
with, possibly respect for, black men 
who unite with them in this curious 
function, and that the relations of the 
races in that neighborhood are marked 
by an advance toward equal justice. But 
it is not easy to see why both races did 
not resort to legal methods of punish- 
ment instead of indulging in lawlessnegs 
as reckless and inexcusable and savage 
as that of the men they hanged. The 
latter were accused of shooting at /inof- 
fensive white persons for the fun of try- 
ing some new guns—a highly im>robable 
charge. But respect for human «.e was 
neither shown by the lynchers nor in- 
stilled in steide We stringing the three 
offenders from a tree. If the hanging 
teaches any lesson it is that killing is a 
matter to be decided on and carried out 
without reference to the law, but solely 
with reference to the opinions of those 
who kill. That is essentlly barbarous, 

INFECTIOUS INVESTIGATION. 

Sociologists, who attach a good deal of 
importance to the influence of sugges- 
tion upon large bodies of people, may 
find their doctrine indirectly supported 
by the remarkably extended series of in- 
vestigations into the misconduct of pub- 
lic officers with which the newspapers 
have of late been crowded. 

From Washington frauds in the Postal 
Service involving several bureaus of the 
department and officials in all parts of 
the Union are being inquired into; like 
charges with reference to the Interior 
Department are being pressed; the rec- 
ord of the most important military nomi- 
nee of the Presi@jnt is being examined. 
In Grand Rapids, Mich,, bribery with re- 
gard to contracts for water supply is al- 


‘Jeged against a large number of leading 


citizens. In Missouri trials for corrup- 
tion of the Legislature are going on, fol- 
lowing immediately on the scandalous 
exposures in the Municipal Government 
in St, Louis. In the tranquil rural Coun- 
ty of Orleans, in our own State, the Sher- 
iff is being investigated as to fraudulent 
charges for the maintenance of prisoners 
in the jail, under which account he is 
reported to. have purchased liquors, per- 
fumes, cosmetics, and luxurious wearing 
apparel. From the highest to the lowest 
grades of the public service it seems as 
if something like an epidemic of angry 
curlosity were prevailing. 

Undoubtedly suggestion has something 
to do with this situation. It has algo 
something to do with the corruption at 
which the investigation is aimed. The 
country has been very prosperous, and 


was very seriously concerned in—but this 
is getting away from, the immediate lesson 
of the fire. The question that ought to get 


with the normal increase of wealth there 
has been the chance and temptation for 
extreme speculation and for ill-gotten 
gain. The get-rich-quick spirit has ex- 
tended to a, class of enterprises quite 
legitimate on the surface, as récent dis- 
closures show. The same spirit among 
officials dealing with the Treasury and 
set in charge over profitable privileges 
has produced pretty widespread demor- 
alization, It is part of the price the 
community pays for unusual “ good 
times.” Fortunately to some extent it 
brings about its own remedy, which at 
present is being quite thoroughly and 
generally applied. 


A NEEDED OBJECT LESSON. 

In the City of Waterbury eight young 
men have been sent to jail to serve ten 
months’ sentences for participation in 
the riots attending the street-car strike 
disturbances. , 

These young men were not on strike 
and had no interest in the issues raised 
between the company and its employés. 
Presumably they were zealous partisans 
of organized labor, and deemed it a@& very 
worthy thing to commit crimes against 
persons and property to pasist the strik- 
ers in gaining what they had struck for. 
They have wrecked their lives and 
blighted their careers through a mis- 
taken sense of loyalty, which is espe- 
cially to be regretted, since it was car- 
ried so far that, through their refusal to 
testify, the strikers who used them for 
purposes of their own have escaped con- 
viction. 

The incident is perhaps the more in- 
structive on that account. When mob 
violence is resorted to it is seldom those 
who hope to profit most from the con- 
ditions thus established who put them- 
selves within reach of the law. There 
are usually plenty of adventurous boys, 
with a very imperfectly developed sense 
of right and wrong and none of the dis- 
cretion which comes from years. and ex- 
perience, to throw bricks and do other 
lawless acts. These boys have been 
taught to believe that organized labor is 
superior to anv of the restraints which 
the law imposes upon the citizen, and a 
natural love of adventure makes them 
very willing to take part in any mischief 
which older heads may plan. Indeed, it 
is the rule-rather than the exception that 
in mobs organized to carry out the ob- 
jects of strikes, boys are predominant in 
numbers and recklessness, and the strik- 
ers are conspicuous by their absence. 
The Waterbury incident may be useful jn 
restraining this ill-advised partisanship, 
and impressing young men with a real- 
izing sense of the fact that it is easy to 
get into trouble through violation of the 
law, and very hard to get out of it 
through any help the unions will give 
them. The Waterbury boys are not he- 
roes, but victims.

Advertiser, Northern critics who see in 
the Passett episode an illustration of a 
Southern tendency to limit or deny free- 
dom of speech “virtually claim that men 
like BaAssetr should freely express their 
opinions, but the rest of us shouldn't criti- 
cise them, because that would be to ‘ sup- 
press free speech.’” If there are any 
critics in tlfe North, or anywhere else, who 
take that position, they are quite as in- 
consistent as The Advertiser charges, but 
really it doesn't seem possible that any- 
body has made even a “ virtual claim" to 
that effect. Prof. BasssTt’s opinion that 
BooKER WASHINGTON is the greatest South- 
erner since WASHINGTON is most certainly 
open to question, denial, or disproof by the 
“rest of us"’ which includes anybody in 
the world with the leisure to undertake a 
task so unimportant, but to deprive a man 
of a salaried position because of expressing 
the opinion mentioned is not to question, 
deny, or disprove his assertion—it is merely 
punishing it (1) on the assumption that it 
Was an opinion either false or inexpedient 
to express, and (2) on the theory that the 
expression of an opinion assumed to be 
false or inexpedient is a punishable offense. 
And such punishment is not the sort of 
criticism the protection of which Is involved 
in what Is known as ‘‘ freedom of speech.” 
That phrase, of course, never means ex- 
actly what it says. There are limitations 
upon the speech of every man everywhere, 
and always must be wherever there is 
even the beginning of civilization. Unen- 
viable, indeed, would be the country where 
speech was actually free, but the words as 
used are significant of a golden mean be- 
tween license and suppression. Nowhere 
is there a failure to draw the line some- 
where, and people who draw it nearer to 
license are sure to blame those who ap- 
proach the other extreme as most illiberal 
fellows, even though the distance between 
the two groups is very small. One would 
sike to say that true freedom of speech ex- 
ists where there is liberty to debate the de- 
batable, but unfortunately that would suit 
everybody because it begs the whole ques- 
tion, The determination of the debatable 
is all there is to the controversy.

CHURCH ATTENDANCE STATISTICS, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The report of the attendance on the’ 
services in the churches of the Central 
Park district for Nov. 22, as printed in 
this morning's issue of Tum Times, is dé- 
cidedly inaccurate in at least one ihstance, 

For the two, Universalist Churches in 
the district the attendance on all services 
is given as 975. I cannot’ speak concerning 
the other church, but the figures for the 
two are much less than the total attend- 
ance in one—the Church of the’ Divine 
Paternity. The seating capacity of the 
Divine Paterriity is officially given as 1,000. 
At the morning service on Nov. 22 the 
church was well filled; at the evenihg ser- 
vice it was found necessary to bring in 
from the parish house nearly two hundred 
chairs, which were placed in available 
Spaces to accommodate the overflow. It 
would seem then that a conservative esti- 
mate would give for ‘this one church a 
total attendance for the day of at least 
1,500, bringing the figures for the two Uni- 
versalist Churches up to nearly twice the 
number reported. 

If the same difference between the 
actual and the reported figures of attend- 


ance exists in the cases of other churches 
in the list the report shows little as to the 
real religious “wo in the district. 

Tue IMES tes further that the 
weather was con ucive of the largest at- 
tendance, being cloudy without rain. It 
has: been my experience during several 
years in New York that a bright, crisp 
day usually means a larger attendance 
than on a cloudy day.

| JAPAN AND RUSSIA 
SAID’ TO HAVE AGREED 


Reported Terms for Settlement of 
Eastern War Question. 


England and France intervened and the 
Features of a Protocol Are Made 
Public at Paris. 


PARIS, Dec, i 
learns that Japan and Russia are on the 
verge of a settlement of the Far Eastern 

ecntroversy, which promises to dissip&te 
the war cldua that has been hanging over 
both countries, This settlement will be the 
result of the negotiations which have been 
in progress for some time past, and which 
wero assisted by the friendly representa- 
tions of France to Russia and of Great 
Britain to Japan. The two nations have 
practically agreed upon the basis of a 
treaty, the signing of which can be pre- 
vented only by some unexpected develop- 
ment. 
‘ Thevbasis of this forthcoming agreement 
follows: Russia will accept the two ee- 
ments entered into by Japan and rea 
dated 1896 and 1898, respectively, under 
which Japan secuted various rights -in 
<orea, including the maintenance of a gar- 
rison at Seoul. In exchange for this con- 
cession Japan will accept Russia’s treaty 
with China respecting Manchuria. 

It is beli¢ved—though this cannot be 
stated positively—that Japan‘and Russia 
will reiterate their support of the principles 
of the ‘open door,” and the integrity of 
‘China and of Korea. 

Before the recent yisit of Count Lams- 
dorff, the Russian Foreign Minister, to 
Paris, on which occasion he accompanied 
the Czar, France and Great Britain, as a 
result of the entente existing between them 
had agreed to use their influence with 
Russia and Japan respectively for the pur- 
pose of securing an amicable arrangement 
of the questions in dispute. When Count 
Lamsdorff arrived, M. Delcassé, the French 
Foreign Minister, took occasion to point 
out the interest which France had in a 
peaceful solittion of the difficulty. 

Count Lamsdorff fully appreciated the 
delicacy of the French representation, but

explained that the policy of the Russian 
Government tended to a peaceful solution 
In the meantime Great Britain had been 
making energetic representations to the 
Tokio Government. Diplomats, therefore, 
give considerable credit to the respective 
allies of the two disputants for the niod- 
eration which has prevailed in the Russian 
and Japanese councils. 

Informati has been received here to 
the effect that Japan is constructing at 
Seoul barracks for 1,000 men, though she 
now maintains only 500 in the Korean cap- 
ital. This is actepted as an indication that 
Japan contemplates the strengthening of 
her garrison at Seoul. 

The Emperor of Korea is considerably 
agitated over’ the situation in his country, 
and is denying himself to all foreigners, 
evidently fearing that the Russian and 


Japanese representatives at Seoul will ask 
for an audience and present fresh demands.

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DEFERS BIG IMPROVEMENTS 


Present Administration to Let Its 
Successor Begin Them. 


No Action on Plans for Municipal Build- 
ing, Court House, and Fifty-ninth 
Street Widening. 


During the meeting of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment yesterday it was 
definitely agreed that all of the big public 
improvement propositions now pending will 
be allowed to go over to the McClellan ad- 
ministration, this being in accord with the 
policy outlined right after the election. 

The decision was brought about when the 
matter of the Municipal Building, proposed 
to be erected in conjunction with a bridge 
terminal at Tryon Row, Centre and Cham- 
bers Streets, and Park Row, was up for 
discussion and was formerly laid aside by 
the present board. 

The Court House Commission, which was 
expected to make a preliminary report 
about this time, also will be unable to re- 
port before the first of the year, and the 
Brooklyn Borough Municipal Building, 
which President Swanstrom has advocated, 
also must go over, leaving only routine 
work for the Board of Estimate for the 
remainder of the terms of its officlals. 

At yesterday's session a brief hearing 
was held on the proposition to close West 
Thirty-second Street between Seventh and 
Ninth Avenues for the new Pennsylvania 
Railroad Station, which, however, will 
leave Eighth Avenue free and clear. After 
the hearing the board formally gave its 
consent to the closing. 

The Fifty-ninth Street widening proposi- 
tion, to allow a proper approaeh and facili. 
ties to reach the Blackwell's Island Bridge, 
which will reach Manhattan at Sixtieth 
Street, was killed, after having once more 
been thoroughly thrashed out. Two propo- 
sitions came up—one to widen the street 
forty feet on the north side between Sec- 
ond and Fifth Avenues and Bighth Avenue 
and Columbus, Avenue, and the other to 
widen !{t twenty feet, also on the north 
side, betwean the same points. Both propo- 
sitions were lost. 

Controller Grout then proposed that the 
street be widened by taking off three feet 
from the sidewalk on each side of the 
Street, thus widening the roadway. This 
was strongly opposed by Borough President 
Cantor, who said the proposition was sim- 
ply an evasion of the issue, and one that the 
property owners are opposed to, and that it 
would not relieve the congestion of traffic 
that would follow the opening of the new 
Blackwell's Island Bridge. The matter went 
to a vote and was lost. 

“What is the status of the Fifty-ninth 
Street matter now?” President Cantor was 
asked by a property owner. 

“It is up ‘goose creek,’ as far as this 
board is concerned,”’ he replied. ‘‘ This ac- 
tion puts it up to the incoming admin- 
istration to decide." 

The propsition of laying out a new 
park bounded by Monroe, Market, Hamil- 
ton, and Catharine Streets, or on the terri- 
tory bounded by Hamilton, Catharine, 


‘herry, and Markét Streets, known as the 
‘*Lung Block,” came up, but was laid over 
until the meeting of the board on Friday. 
Controller Grout thought the proposed park 
too near the water front and too near a 
new recreation pier now nearing comple- 
tioh. He thought the park should be con- 
structéd and laid out in a more central 
location, further west. The board ap- 
proved a project for the laying out of a 
sublic park, to be known as Jewell Square, 
n Brooklyn. 


LIFE LOST IN ACADEMY FIRE. 


Body of Wallace Brooks Found in the 
Ruins — Brooklynites Want 
Structure Rebuilt. 


The belief that a life had been.lost in 
the Brooklyn Academy of Music fire on 
Monday was confirmed late yesterday af- 
ternoon when the body of a man 
was found In the ruins. The body was iden- 
tified as that of Wallace Brooks, twenty- 
eight years old, of 174 South Eighth Street, 
Brooklyn. 

Brooks was employed as a stage hand at 
the Academy. When the fire started he 
was passing the café of John McGroarty, 
adjoining the Academy, and assisted Mc- 
Groarty in removing valuables from the 
place. Brooks later entered the cellar to 
carry out some cases of champagne there 
just as the side wall of the Academy fell 
upon and wrecked the café building. He 
did not appear again, and it was sup- 
posed that he had been killed. At that 
time the identity ofthe man was not 
known. 

Yesterday afternoon the men at work on 
the ruins found the man’s body in the rear 
part of the cellar of the café. It was 
badly burned. Friends of Brooks made the 
identification after the body had been re- 
moved to the Adams Street Police Sta- 
tfon. Brooks made his home with his 
mother and sister. 

Nothing has been decided upon as yet 
as to the future of the valuable Academy 
property. There will be a meeting of the 
Directors in a week or so to discuss plans. 
The property is said to be worth in the 


neighborhood of $700,000. It was said yes- 
terday afternoon that a realty corporation 
had made an offer of $600,000 for the land, 
but the offer had not been discussed by the 
Directors. 

Many old Brooklynites are urging that 
the burned structure be replaced with a 
better and more pretentious building, to be 
devoted to the same purposes. They declare 
that the borough will need such a gather- 
ing place as was the old Academy. 

An inquiry to determine the cause of the 
fire will be begun this morning by Assist- 
ant Fire Marshal Beers. *

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Sir John Richard Robinson Dead. 
LONDON, Dec, 1.—Sir John Richard Rob- 
inson is dead. 


Sir John Richard Robinson was born at 
Witham, Essex, tn 1828. He had been con- 
nected with newspaper work from his 
school days, and won his title in the pro- 
fession. He was a sub-editor of Douglas 
Jerrold's Paper, and later with The Ex- 
press of London and The Daily News, For 
years he was a contributor to American 
newspapers. 

In Fleet Street he was known as the 
“discoverer ’’ of war correspondents, be- 
ginning with Archibald Forbes and wind- 
ing up with A. G. Hales. Forbes, fresh 
from Metz, found no market for his stories 
in London until he reached Robinson, who 


fed him, supplied him with wine and to- 
bacco, and set him to work. 

When the last page was sent to the com- 
posing room Forbes fell asleep. When he 
woke up he was famous, and was imme- 
diately sent back to the front the accred- 
ited correspondent of The Daily News. 

Copy sent on speculation from South 
Africa by Hales led to his immediate em- 
ployment, he being cabled to act for the 
paper. Robinson was knighted in 1893. He 
retired from active work in February, 1901.

The board had its ablest representation 
present, including President P. P. Johnston 
of Lexington, Ky.; Secretary N. H. Gocher 
of Hartford, Conn.; John C. Welty of Can- 
ton, Ohio; John H. Shults of New York; 
William Russell Allen of St. Loufs; George 
W. Archer of Rochester; Charles Dana 
Palmer of Springfield, Mass., and U. C. 
Biake of Cedar Rapids, Iowa. David Bon- 
and: Robert E. Bonner were among 
those interested in the proceedings, but the 
matter to be adjusted did not appeal very 
strongly to the rank and file of the turf. 

One of the most important cases the 
board had to deal with was the complaint 
of Francis A. McAuliffe. of Fitchburg, 
Mass., against D. L. Fuller of the same 
place; W. R. Cox of Manchester, N. H., and 
The Russell ‘Mare, now Josie B., (2:24%.) 
McAuliffe alleged that The Russell Mare 
was plated in his hands to be shaped up 
for a match race against time, Fuller 
Wagering that she could trot a mile in 
2:30.

The inference among those who heard this 
testimony was that Josie B. had been sub- 
stituted for The Russell Mare unsuspect- 
ingly to Driver Cox. The board evidently 
took this view of the matter, for D. L. 
Fuller; the owner, and Josie B. were ex- 
pelled, and Driver Cox suspended until he 
paid the recording fee for changing the 
mame, the mare being entered by Cox. 

A difficult proposition for the board to 
contend with was the case of Willidm Mc-

SCHOOL ATHLETIC STANDARDS. 


Eligibility Rule to be Strictly Enforced 
by the Schools of N. Y. 1. 8. A. A, 


That some of the most prominent private 
schools in this city still remain members 
of the New York Interscholastic Athletic 
Association shows a desire on their part to 
keep up the standard of the young athletes, 
many of whom will have an Influence later 
on in colleges and universities throughout 
the country. Many schools as. well as in- 
dividuals, who for various reasons 
been excluded from membership 
New York Interscholastic Athletic Agso- 
ciation, now have a»movement on foot to 
form a rival organization, the avowed pur- 
pose of which is to make less stringent 
rules regarding the eligibility of representa- 
tives. This, it is contended, if successful, 
will not benefit school athletics, but will 
have a contrary effect. 

With the idea of avoiding a repetition of 
the securing of promising athletic material 
from different parts of the country by some 
schools late in the Fall so that these ath- 
jetex might represent the new school early 
in the following year, the Interscholastic 
Athletic Association adopted a rule about 
twelve months ago which it wag believed 
would suit the intendéd purpose. After a 
great deal of earnest work and many dis- 
cussions a committee composed of repre- 
sentatives of the schools in the Inter- 
scholastic Athletic Association adopted 
what was and is known as the “ one calen- 
dar year rule.’’ The main points of this 
are to the cffect that no athlete shall repre- 
sent any school of the association until he 
has been a pupil in good standing of, said 
school for a full calendar year and in 
actual attendance thereat for three or more 
hours each day during the term. This was 
believed to be the simplest and surest way 
to prevent any abuses jn the bringing in of 
outsiders, and it is being strictly lived up 
to by the association.

HEARST ON LABOR COMMITTEE. 


New York Congressman Secures Place 
by Means of Petitions. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Speaker Cannon 
has had more trouble in wmmaking up the 
Labor Committee than any other. The 
labor agitation of the past:few months has 
inspired the belief that unless this com- 
mittee is carefully handled it may be the 
source of considerable annoyance in Con- 
gress. The unions desire representation, 
and the situation before the Speaker has 
been one of much delicacy 

He has succeeded at last in making up 
the committee in such a way as to insure 
its cofiservatism. It is said by his friends 
that no eight-hour bill or other radical 
labor bills will get out of the committee as 
Mr. Cannon has constituted it. 

The understanding is that Mr. Cannon has 
made the committee representative, not 
only of organized but of all kinds of labor, 
including farm and non-union. 

One difficult problem was presented after 
the Speaker had supposed he had the com- 
mittee all made up. He had conferred about 
it frequently with Mr. Williams, the Demo- 
cratic leader; had vetoed some of Mr. Will- 
iams’s recommendations, and had finally re- 
ceived from the Mississippian a final list 
of the Democrats whom he desired to have 
placed on the committee. 

Then Congressman Hearst, of New York 
decideg@ that he would like to go on the 
committee, and preferred a request.to that 
effect to Mr, Williams and the Speaker. 
As Williams's recommendations were all 
made a change in this committee would 
have necessitated a rearrangement of the 
whole schedule for all the’ committees, and 
would practically have meant doing all the 
work over again.

New Association Takes Up Ques- 
tion of Export Freight Rates. 


Will Endeavor to Secure Concessions 
Simitar to Those Granted Steel 
Corporation—Officers Elected. 


‘the Foreign Trade Association of Amer- 
ica,.which was chartered a couple of weeks 
ago, under the laws of the State of New 
York, to promote the export trade of the

of Alva Skomberg, a maid employed at the 
rectcry of the church. She was in charge 
of the Twentieth Street door for the eight 
minutes preceding the services, while the 
Rev. Mr. Taylor went to put on his vest- 
ments and assist Bishop Potter into his 
robes. Previous to this Mr. Taylor had 
admitted those who had a right to attend 
the service. At the time there was no po- 
liceman in charge of the door. 

There were two further down the hall- 
way, who saw the man admitted, although 
he carried a satchel. They swore that their 
instructions were to let the minister and 
the maid pass on those who came in with 
cards of admittance. They had paid little 
attention to the man, and the fact that he 
carried a handbag had not disturbed them, 
as several clergymen who were to assist in 
the service had carried their vestments into 
the church in this way. 

Inspector Brooks told of the arrange- 
ments made for the protection of the Presi- 
Gent, and of how Mrs. Roosevelt had identi- 
fie@ the man who had got through the po- 
lice lines and managed to get close enough 
to hand a note to the President. Mr. 
Roosevelt was called back by the maid to 
receive a message, which he evidently 
thought to be a telegram. When he got 
outside the church he handed Deming’s note 
to Commissioner Greene, asking how it 
was possible for a stranger to approach 
him in that manner. Commissioner Greene 
handea the note to Inspector Brooks and 


repeated the question asked by the Presi- 


dent. The note was then given to Secre- 
tary Loeb. Mrs. Roosevelt, evidently 
alarmed for the safety of her husband, 
turned back from her carriage and pointed 
out Arthur Deming, asking that he be taken 
away at once. 

Inspector Walsh expressed the opinion 
that the man had been able to reach the 
church by jumping off a Sixth Avenne 
car, and in this way had succeeded in get- 
ting to the sexton, who had directed him 
to the door of the rectory. 

Monroe Ferguson, one of the ushers, said 
that he had assisted in selecting the places 
where policemen were posted so that each 
one cculd see where the other one was in 
case of an emergency. He declared that he 
had told Capt. Cottrell that the President 
would leave through the Twentieth Street 
exit. Inspector Walsh had previously 
Sworn that they and the Rev. Dr. Mottet, 
rector of the church, were the only ones 
who knew of this plan. Even the Secret 
Bervice men, the personal guards of the 
President, were ignorant of it. They were 
stationed at the Sixth Avenue entrance. 

The Rev. .Dr. Mottet testified that he

URGES MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


Citizens’ Union Committee Recommends 
Constitutional Amendment to Im- 
prove Public Service in Cities. 


In obedience to a resolution passed last 
May by the City Committee of the Citizens’ 


’ ‘Union, requesting that the Committees on 


Fraxchises and Legislation, as a joint com- 
mittee, report to it a scheme for legisla- 
tion looking to an enlargement of the city’s 
powers so as to “secure for our citizens 
the best possible public service,’’ the joint 
committee yesterday submitted its recom- 
mendations. 

Regarding the present sitvation this com- 
mittee, of which John De Witt Warner is 
Chairman, finds that “until our city is 


fully empowered to acquire, construct, own | 
and operate—as well as farm out—plants | 


for public service, it cannot adequately pro- 
the convenience, comfort, and 
economy of city life and business.”’ 

In order, it says, for the city to enjoy 
such powers and be abie hereafter to pro- 
tect them from legislative interference, the 
State Constitution must be amended. It 
believes such an amendment would prompt- 
ly be ratified by the electorate. 


The committee says that it has included 
in its recommendations no item for which } 


there are not precedents in other States. 
Briefly, its proposed constitutional amend- 
ment is as follows: 

“The city should be empowered by direct 
operation or contract to provide for—within 
its corporate limits—railways, surface, ele-

NEW TRIAL FOR MR. SAGE. 


Verdict Against Financier Obtained by 
Firm of Stockbrokers Set Aside 
by Justice Barrett. 


The verdict for $2,500 against Russell 
Sage and in favor of Roberts & Co., stock- 
brokers, which was rendered two weeks ago 
by a jury in the Supreme Court, wag set 
aside yesterday by Supreme Court Justice 
Barrett, and a new trial was ordered. 

The plaintiffs alleged that Mr. Sage had 
repudiated an agreement he had made to 
sell a certain amount of stock-to them in 
1900, and that thereby they had lost $2,500 
in profits, which went to Mr. Sage. 

Anderson, Pendleton & Andérson, attor- 
neys for Mr. Sage, made the motion for a 
new trial on the ground that their client 
had never knowingly signed a contract with 
Roberts & Co., as alleged, although he ad- 
mitted that he had signed a memorandum 
submitted to him by Roberts & Co. This 
memorandum was an option on certain 
stock, made in the customary Wall Street 
form, and bore the initials “‘R. 8."" It was 
introduced in evidence at the trial. 

It was contended further by Mr. Sage’s 
attorneys that William E. Coffin, manager 
for Roberts & Co., had made false represen- 


tation to the financier as to the market 
value of the stock in question, and that the 
contract relied on was void under the stat- 
ute of frauds as the name of the recipient 
of the option was not subscribed to it. 


SETTLES J. J. McGARRY’S DEBTS. 


Mother of Late Brooklyn Councilman 
Pays 37 Cents on the Dollar. 


Announcement was made yesterday af- 
ternoon that the actions brought against 
Mrs. Delia McGarry of Brooklyn, as the 
alleged signer or indorser of notes amount- 
ing to $292,500, negotiated with various 
banking institutions by her son, the late 
Councilman John J. McGarry, had been 
settled by Mrs. McGarry. The settlement 
is on the basis of 37 cents on the dol- 
lar.

REPORT ON BELT BELT TROLLE | TROLLEY LINE 


Engineers Say t Underground Trolley 
South of Tenth Street Is 
impracticable. 


Dock Commissioner Hawkes. announced 
last night that he had been notified by 
representatives of the New York City 
Street Railway; succeeding the Metropol- 
itan, that the engineers of the road had 
forwarded to him a report of their investi- 
gations concerning the proposed running 
of an overhead trolley road down West 
Street to replace the present horse car 
belt line. The conclusion of the engineers 
is that any but an overhead trolley line 
is wholly impracticable on the street from 
Tenth Street down owing to the high tides, 
which, they report, would render dan 
oug and valueless an underground tro ley 
system there. 

It is the desire of the road to replace 
the horse car belt line with convertible cars, 
which can be used as underground trolley 
cars above Tenth Street and as overhead 
trolley cars below that line, and it seeks 
the consent of the Dock Commissioner, 
who has the power to grant the consent of 
the city as the property owner along the 
entire west side of West Street, that side 
of the street consisting of piers and bulk- 
heads owned by the municipality.

‘LEGAL NOTES. 


INSULATING ELECTRIC WIRES.—A com- 
pany furnishing electric power, the Su- 
preme Court of Arizona holds, in the case 
of Phoenix Light and Fuel Company vs. 
Bennett (74 Pacific Reporter 48,) is not 
guilty of negligence because in carrying 
its wires into a building it fails to insulate 
against electricity having its origin in the 
clouds or atmosphere. ‘An essential in- 
gredient to any conception of negligence,” 
says the court, “is that it @nvolves the 
violation of some legal duty which one 
person owes another—a duty to take care 
for the safety of the person or property 
of the other. This duty may be assumed 
by contract, or it may be imposed by im- 
plication of law. Where a person, proceed- 
ing in a lawful business, exercises a reason- 
able care, the law does not make him an 
insurer against those consequences of his 
actions which reasonable care and fore- 
sight could not have prevented. Tfe law 
justly ascribes such consequences to in- 
evitable misfortune or to ‘the act of God,’ 
and leaves the harm resulting from them 
to be borne by him on whom it falls.”’ If 
the electric Nght company, the court con- 
cludes, insulated the wires in such a way 
as to protect the house against injury from 
the ordinary current carried on those wires, 


it did all that it could be required to do. | 


Its duty did not call for the insulation of 
the wires ‘‘in a manner to protect against 
injurious consequences of a lightning 
stroke, for the evidence shows that it was 
not practicable to insulate them against 
lightning, and there is nothing tn the rec- 
ord which indicates any assumed or implied 
obligation of this character.” 
°,° 

APDITIONAL COUNSEL PEE IN SEPARATION 
Action.—Shortly after Carlotta Herrmann 
instituted an action for a separation from 
George Herrmann she was awarded a coun- 
sel fee of $500 and alimony of $25 weekly. 
When additional alimony and counsel fee 
was applied for nearly a year afterward, 
the motion was adjourned—to be, however, 
of original force and. effect—until certain 
questions touching the marriage of the par- 
ties was determined. After a trial lasting 
ten days the jury disagreed, and on a re- 
newai of the motion an additional counsel 
fee of $750 was granted for the purpose of 
a further prosecution of the action. The 
defendant was also to pay-for the stenog- 
rapher’s minutes of the mistrial. Justice 
Almet F. Jenks, on behalf of the Second 
Appellate Division, says of the case: ‘‘ We 
think that the defendant has not made out 
his plea of poverty, and we do not doubt 
that he could obtain the money required 
by the order without serious inconvenience. 
The issue is a base conspiracy or a base de- 
nial. Though the plaintiff has failed to 


establish marriage, the defendant has failed 
to lay bare a plot, and the litigation is to 
cortinue. And even if the truth is con- 
spiracy, conspiracy is hatched upon a con- 
tinued meretricious relation asserted by its 
victim, who, for the present, must pay the 
penalty of the necessary expenses of the 
laintiff in this litigation. e@ cannot now 
orm an opinion where the truth Hes, and 
we do not desire to point a moral in this in- 
stence, save to indicate why this present 
burden must be borne by the defendant,”
